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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach or fairly suggest a method of administering a biopolymer having 
hemostatic or adhesion preventing properties comprising the steps of fluidizing fine 
particles of said biopolymer with a gas to prepare a homogenous mixed-phase fluid, 
transferring said fluid via at least one micro-tube, mixing said fluid with a liquid selected 
a group of various solutions (see claim 20), wherein the liquid is injected into the micro- 
tube through at least one inner tube, and spraying the mixed liquid and the mixed-phase 
fluid toward a target site from an open tip of the micro-tube. The closest prior art is 
Ferdman et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,951,531), which discloses a method of applying 
particulate (i.e. powder) comprising a hemostatic agent (e.g. collagen) in a continuous gas 
stream to a wound. Ferdman does not teach or suggest a method wherein a particulate 
hemostatic agent mixed with a gas is mixed with a liquid solution in a device to generate 
a gel that is subsequently administered, such as is claimed by Applicants. Thus, it is 
concluded that the instant claims are free of the art and are patentable.
